Canadian Flour Is Best 


Superiority Proven In Bread Making 
Test Held In Italy 

The superior qualities of Canadian 
flour for hread making purposes were 
demonstrated in’ striking fashion be- 
fore the International -Bread-Making 
Congress at Rome; Italy, by Dr. F. J. 
Birchard, chemist of the Canadian 
Grain Commission, Winnipeg, one -of 
the Dominion’s delegates to the con- 
gress. 

Twelve loaves, baked at Bologna 
with Italidn fiour, were compared by 
Dr. Birchard with loaves made with 
mixtures of -Canadian and _ Italian 
flour and finally with bread in which

the loayes increased in volume and 
improved in color and texture. The 
loaf made 100 per cent. from Cana- 
dian flour was twice the size of that 
made entirely from Italiar.

Changes in Climate 
Scientists Find Earth Becoming

Extractions of radium from the ore 
have been well over/90 per cent., the 
last test made giving 97-98 per cent. 
This, however, is on one type of ore 
and, as the process is. entirely @ 
chemical one, other types may re- 
quire variations in treatment and may 
not give such good results. No results, 
therefore, can be released for pub- 
lication until all types of ore from 
the property have been thoroughly 
tested, and a satisfactory treatment 
worked out which can be embodied in 
@ commercial treatment plant. 

For some. years' only high grade 
pitchblende will be shipped from the 
Great Bear Lake property, ie., ore 
containing above 40 per cent, uranium 
oxide. Later, the cobbled rejects and 
low grade ore will, no doubt, be con- 
centrated at the mine to shipping 
grade, and the treatment plant will 
be erected in the most favourable 
position from the standpoifit of the 
cost of chemicals. As it takes.three 
tons or more of acid to the ton of 
ore, the advantage of shipping the ore 
to the supply of chemicals will be 
readily seen. 5 

Lest there be any misunderstanding 
as to the meaning of the word con- 
centration when spoken of in the 
treatment of pitchblende ore for the 
extraction of radium, it should be 
pointed out that the concentration of 
the radium is distinct from the con- 
centration of the pitchblende in the 
ore, The latter will, no doubt, be 
done at the mine when. it--becomes 
necéssary to carry’ out ‘this operation. 
The concentration of the radium is 
that part of the chemical process in 
which the radium in solution is pre- 
cipitated with barium, resulting in a 
radium-barium sulphate concentrate. 

Those unacquainted with the topo- 
graphy and-general characteristics of 
the Great Bear Lake territory, may 
be interested to know that the lake it- 
self is the largest one contained en- 
tirely within Canadian boundaries, 
andthe fourth largest on the North 
American continent. Its area, ac- 
cording to present surveys, is 11,663 
square miles, compared with 31,810 
square miles for Lake Superior, 23,- 
010 for Lake Huron, 22,400 for Lake 
Michigan, and 11,170 for Great Slave 
Lake. Its greatest length is 198 
miles and its width about 116 miles. 
Its elevation has not yet been’ accu- 
rately measured, but it is approxi- 
mately 390 feet above mean sea level. 
Its depth varies up to 75 fathoms, or 
450 feet, placing its floor below sea 
level. 

Great Bear Lake has long been 
known through the descriptions left 
by early explorers, particularly 
Franklin, Dease and Simpson, who 
made this lake their headquarters in 
the exploration and mapping of the 
Arctic Coast, but it is only recently 
that the area surrounding it has be- 
come of economic importance. In 
1920, oil was discovered on the Mac- 
kenzie River in the vicinity of Nor- 
man, where Great Bear River dis- 
charges the waters of the lake. The 
discovery well, and subsequent wells, 
drilled in 1921 and 1922, were capped 
and left for development when condi- 
tions are economically favourable. 
The oil has produced, experimentally, 
a high grade gasolene. In 1923 out- 
crops of coal were reported to exist

New Source Of Rayon 


Discovery Regarding Waste From 
Sugar Cane Is Important 

Sugar cane waste has been turned 
into a new source of rayon—a silky 
dress material for women. Chemists 
have succeeded in developing a pro- 
cess by which high-grade cellulose, 
the base material for rayon, is pro- 
duced. from bagasse, the waste from 
Sugar cane, after the sugar has been 
extracted. The discovery is regarded 
as important as most rayon manu- 
facturers depend upon wood pulp for 
cellflose. Sugar cane mills accumu- 
late between250,000 and 500,000 tons 


of bagasse annually, Much of this ma- 


terial has been used in manufacturing 
insulating building material. Other 
quantities havebeen used as fuel in 
the mills. 


New Industry In Alberta . 


Factory Turns Out Potato Chips and 
Potato Waffies 

A new industry has been launched 
in Lethbridge, Alberta, the output of 
which will be potato chips and potato 
waffles. The latest models in machin- 
ery, are used.and the .prospects are 
that large quantities of local grown 
potatoes will find a market. The ut- 
most care is taken in handling the po- 
tato chips which will be retailed in at- 
tractive, dust-proof containers. If the 
Lethbridge product proves popular the 
factory and its products will be ex- 
tended. .

Floral Barometer Is Unique 


One In Victoria Park, London, Ontario 
Is Aecurate Under Test 


A floral ter has been laid 
out in Victoria Park, London, Ont., 
and under test it worked. It is believ- 
ed to be unique among flower beds of 
Canada. It records accurately each 
day the barometric pressure and fore- 
casts change in weather. It has two 
floral hands, one stationary, and the 
other moying. The words “stormy,” 
“rain,” “change,” “fair and dry,” are 
on the outer edge in contrasting col- 
ored plants. The pressure numbers 
from 26 to 31, inclusive, are also 
shown in floral design. 


Elk Island Animal Park ' 
Elk Island National Park, Canada's 
second largest animal reserve, is 
within an hour's motor ride of Ed- 
monton, Alberta.

“Our. present system of nursing 
in Canada is fraught with both 
waste and injustice,” declared Hon. 
Vincent Massey, former~ Canadian 
Minister to Washington, as he ad- 


tion. He was speaking from the pub- 
lic viewpoint concerning the report of 
the survey of nursing education in 
Canada, sponsored by the Canadian 
Medical and Canadian Nurses’ Asso- 


George Weir, of the University of 
British Columbia. 

“Only three out of eight people in 
Canada, so ill as to require the care 
of a trained nurse, can afford to en- 
gage one,” stated Mr. Massey. ‘“Two- 
fifths of the trained nurses in Can- 


the trained nurses’ services are with- 
in reach geographically of less than 
half of our population.” 

Mr. Massey believed the serious 
gulf between supply and demand 
could be permanently bridged by the 
assumption of this responsibility by 
the community as a whole and by the 
organization of nursing on a basis of 
a public service, giving the public the 
benefit of nursing at low cost and the 
nurse the boon of security in employ- 
ment. 

Mr. Massey paid high tribute to the 
nurses of Canada, It seemed incredi- 
ble to him that the number of nurses 
and student nurses in the Dominion 
had increased from fewer than 6,000 
in 1911 to more than 30,000 in 1930, 
although in relation to population 
there were fewer medical doctors in 
Canada today than ten years ago. 
This increase in the number of nurs- 
es, he said, “most certainly makes 
clear that there is no dearth of young 
women in our country who are pre- 
pared to enter arduous service.” 


Sugar Shortage In Russia 


Reductions In Rations and Increase 
In Price 

A serious sugar shortage has re- 
| sulted in a reduction of the sugar ra- 
tion from 3% pounds a month for 
each person to 1% pounds for the 
| white collar class and two pounds for 
|the workers f Moscow. 

Simultaneously the price has been 
boosted from 10 to 15 cents a pound 
in the Torgain stores, which take only 
foreign money. In the ration stores 
the price remains unchanged at 21% 
cents a pound. 

Soviet citizens of Moscow cannot 
buy candy despite the recent removal 
of confectionaries from the ration 
category, indicating that the candy 
manufacturers are feeling the short- 
age.

Gross earnings of Canadian rail- 
as against $30,000,000 for March of 
last year. But as operating expens- 
es in Maro, 1981, were but $22,500,- 
000, compared with $27,500,000 in 
March, 1930, the net position remain- 
ed unchanged. 

Many may ask how the railways 
could manage to get along in March 
of this year with $5,000,000 less of 
operating expenditure than in March, 
1981. They may think that the rail- 


; ways must have been wasting a lot of 


money last year, or spending it un- 
necessarily. 

The real facts, perhaps unfortun- 
ately, are quite different. In March, 
1930, the number of railway employ- 
ees was 145,607, with a payroll of 
$19,000,000. In March, 1931, the num- 
ber of employees had dropped to 124,- 
000, the payroll declining to $15,000,- 
000. 

Thus, while the’ railways saved a 
lot in operating costs, it was at the 
price of 20,000 railwaymen being 
dropped from employment, with a 
monthly loss of $4,000,000 in purchas- 
ing power. 

That, the circumstances being what 
they are, helped the railways. But it 
wasn’t much of a help to Canadian 
business, The great trouble about 
unemployment is that it creates un- 
employment.—Ottawa Journal.

Crowded Centres 

‘That colds are associated with 
crowded cities public health officials 
have long suspected. Dr. Wilson G. 
Smillié of: Harvard now supplies the 
supporting evidence. In four isolat- 
ed communities colds are caught only 
from outsiders. Spitzbergen’s case is 
especially impressive. The miners ‘of 
that most northerly community live 
and sleep in damp, hot barracks, work 
in drafts at temperatures below freez- 
ing, but catch no cold. When Dr. 
Smillie concludes that the common 
cold must be attributed to an in- 
fection and probably to one that can 
never be seen under the microscope 
we naturally ask if there is no serum 
that will impart immunity. He holds 
out no hope. Only the secondary in- 
fections may perhaps be thus control- 
led. The primary cold seems to be 
unconquerable—the price we pay for 
swarming in cities.
